Efforts hating been made to secure 


release from the charge of draft de- 
sertion by irregular methods, the War 
3,'epartmeht hat issued the following 
statement: 


"That many of the men 
whose 


names are contained on the lists of 
alleged draft deserters are now en- 
deaToring-to avoid the consequences, 
of their set of desertion with th« 
same effrontery ang evasion displayed 
In their efforts to avoid service during 
the war, is evidenced as a. result of 
investigations by the War Department 
of cues coming to its attention. 


"In one particular case of this na- 


ture, the police of a certain city had 
been requested to apprehend a regis- 
trant who had been especially trou- 
blesome to his local board, and whose 
record in the War Department showed 
htm to be a deserter. Upon approach- 
ing the man, however, the registrant 
presented the acting marshal with a 
memorandum or certificate apparent- 
ly issueo1 by the office ol the adjutant 
general. War Department, which sets 
forth in substance that due to an er- 
ror in the records of the War Depart- 
ment the registrant had been erron- 
eously charged with desertion, and 
that the charge had been set aside. 
/1 a matter* of fact no such form or 
statement ba^-ever been issued to the 
man by the department and the cer- 
tificate is a forgery. 
Instructions 


were immediately issued lor the ap- 
prehension of the man and at this 
writing he has undoubtedly been tak- 
en into custody.

schemes will be contrived by men de- 
siring to escape punishment for their 
oflense of desertion from the draft, 
and all authorities are therefore cau- 
tioned that but two forms are used la 
releasing or discharging alleged draft 
deserters: One is the ''Discharge from 
Draft" Issued by the War Department 
on an official form and signed by an 
officer on duty in the adjutant gener- 
al's office; the other is a regular dis- 
charge certificate Issued by the proper 
military authority after the man had 
come under military control."
